i HE exiftence of flavery, ina 


free republic, inverts a general rule of po- 
litical arithmetic. The flrength of a com- 
monwealth ufually bears a direét propor- 
tion to the number of its inhabitants ; 
but, as far as its number is augmented by 
ilaves, the operation or effeét of fuch in- 
creafe is in an inver/e ratio, by weaken- 
ing the lorce of the whole aggregate body. 
Slaves in a community are like prifoners 
ot war in a fhip, who, in proportion to 
their numbers, weaken and endanger the 
crew and render them an eafy prey to an 
invading foe. 
flaves, thirfting for treedom and inflemed 
with animofity, would require, at leaft, an 
equal number of freemen to curb their reit- 
lefs paflions and to keep them in fubjec- 
ton: therefore, on the fuppofition that 
the flaves in the bofom of this country are 
an eighth part of the nation, it has loft by 
their means a full eighth of its ftrengih ; 
or it is in fucha degree weaker than it 
might be, if it were difburdened of this 
wretched clafs of people. Suppofing, for 
inftance, that the whole number of the peo- 
ple of the United States were four mil. 
lions, and that five hundred thoufand of 
them were flaves ; the nation, in this cafe, 


would be only three milligns flrong ; be- 
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caufe, in the event of an invafion, it would 
require five hundred thoufand free people 
to awe the flaves and prevent their infur- 
re€tion. 


The number of flaves compared to that 
of freemen, in the five fouthern States, is 
nearly in the proportion of fix to eleven ; 
thofe ftates are therefore in a condition of 
great weaknefs. The whole number of 
whites and blacks, in that diftriét of coun- 
try, is about one million feven hundred 
and ninety thoufand ; fubftra€ting from 
this, the fix hundred and thirty thoufand 


' flaves, together with an equal number of 
} ) } 1 


free people to guard and reprels them, it 
would appear that the flrength of the South- 
ern States, as it refpeéts numbers, 1s only 
about five hundred and thirty thoufand. 
Indeed thofe fiates, in the prefent reftlels 
and turbulent condition of the negroes, 
who, from a variety of concurring circum- 
flances, have become firongly imbued 
with the principles of liberty and equality, 
are, in point of firength, almoft annilila- 
ted. Inthe event of an invafion of the 
middle ftates, little or no afliftance could 
be drawn fiom the diflri&t South of the 
Potomack ; invafion of the 
South even by a {mall army, a€ling in con- 
cert with a general explofion of negro- 
fury, might be produétive of the moft fa- 
tal confequences, unlefs powerful relief 
were given from the Northern parts ol the 
union,

Were there only a few tho 
wretched people among us, it would be- 
hove the nation, on every principle of 
juftice and humanity, to ranfom them im. 
mediately from bondage and to provide 
means for their inftruétionand fubfilience ; 
but, under prefent circumflances, this 
would be impra€ticable. If the whole 
frightful hoft of negroes, at the fouth- 
ward, fhould at once be let loole upon fo- 
ciety, by the removal of the yoke from 
their necks, the country every where 
would quickly fuffer diflurbance and con- 
vulfions ; and the fouthern flates, in par- 
ticular, would become another St. Do- 
mingo. Ignorant, incapable of felf-direc- 







tions and habits, knowing no law but the 
will of their mafters,—no government but 
that of the fcourge, which had been con. 
ftantly hanging over them—/marting in 
the fenfe of paft wrongs, and animated 
with a thirft of vengeance ; a general li- 
centioufnefs and the moft horrible difor- 
ders, rapines and murders, would be the 
inevitable confequences of their general e- 
mancipation. Liberty to them, until pre- 
pared by previous education and difcip- 
line, would be a cup Of intoxication, and 
might prove even to themfelves a curle 
rather than a blefling ; while whole 
nation would be con 
their ravages and depr 

















tion, extremely debafed in their difpofi-. 
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negro flavery, as it re{peéts this country, an 
cvil without remedy, and that wil] be with- 
outend ? Muff this foul ftain torever con- 
tinue on the character of our nation ? Are 
the children of the wretched Africans, e- 
ven down to remoteft generations, doomed 
to drink the bitter draught of bondage and 
to bleed under the fcourge of oppreffion 
and tyranny ? No: their eventual eman- 
cipation is morally certain. If this fhould 
happen fuddenly and violently by a gen- 
eral infurreétion of the blacks, incited by 
the intrigues and aided by the arms of a 
foreign power, (a thing not impoflible, as 
they are materials already but too well 
prepared for combultion) the confequen- 
ces woul ful far beyoad defcription. 

Bit thot ‘couniry efcape this awlul 
uf plies the gradual emancipation ot 
t negro Maves and their compleat eman- 
Cipation eventually may be confidently ex- 
ected Not only is domettic flavery ab- 
orrent to the genius of our tree govern- 
ment and.to the opinions of a great ma- 
jority of the nation ; but even the South- 
ern ftates are now fail fettling with people 
who hayv@a deep-rooted oppolition to it: 
under thele citcumflances, the evi! can- 
nut be perpetuated. Time will work its 
cure. 











In onc important refpeéi, however, this 
country feems doomed always to fuffer a 
great inconvenience and to wear a fou! 
flain; tt muft forever be loaded and de- 
formed with a vail and increafing number 
of people, whofe colour, features &c. ex- 
hibit a flriking and difgufling contraft to 
the other inhabitants. When the Romans 
were at the zenith of their power, the num- 
ber of their flaves nearly equalled that of 
their freemen. “Thefe flaves were prifon- 
evs of war from the neighdouring nations, 
which had: been conquered by the Roman 
arms : they were gradvally manumitied ; 
and thetr pofterity intermarrying with thole 
of the natives, all finally were mel:ed down 
into One mafs. Bat Heaven torbid that 
fuch a general commixture fhould ever 
happen between our pollerity and that ot 
the negroes; or that the ikin of the Ethi- 
opians fhould be changed by a fexual in- 
tercourfe with the Whites. The befl that 
can be hoped, is, that the negroes in this 
country may always continue a diftinét 
people ;-—and full bad is this beft —They 
may probably increafe to the nu#hdcr of 
ieveral ‘millions. Denied the privilege of 
intermarriage and degraded in fociety, their 
views and interefts will always clafh with 
thofe of the white people. Envy, wounded 
price, inveterate rancour, and all the dark 
and dangerous patlions, will, trom time 
to timé, inflame their breafts ; while our 
nation will, to endie(s ages, exhibit the de-

The American Geographer further ob- 
ferves, that the Sea Anemone, or Nettle, 
is faidto be viviparous, and to produce 
five or fix young ones at atime : and that 
the Abbe Diequemarre has fhewn bya 
courfe of curivus but cruel experiments, that 
thefe animals poflefs, im a moft extraor- 
dinary degree, the power of reproduétion ; 
fo that {carcely any thing more is necefla- 
ry to produce as many Sea Anemones as 
we pleafe, than to cuta fing!e one into fo 
many pieces. 

If the Sea Nettle is plenty on the Amer- 
ican coafls, and fhould be found capable 
of producing the genuine Tyrian dye, the 
difcovery will be no inconfiderable acqui- 
fition. The curtains of Solomon were 
tinged with colours from Tyre. When 
he was building the famous temple, he fent 
to Hiram, King of Tyre, to fend him a 
man cunning to work—*‘‘ in purple, and 
crimfon,”’ &c.

er 200 grains, copal in powder 926 grains, 
lamp black from two anda half to three 
grains: with the afliftance ofa gentle heat 
diffolve the copal in the oil of lavender in 
afmall glafs phial, and then mix the lamp 
black with the folution upon a marble flab 
or other {mooth furface. The compofi- 
\tionis to be put in abottle and kept trom 
‘theair. If, after a few hours, it be found 
‘too thick, it mult ‘be diluted witha little 
oil oflavender, oil of turpentine, or alco- 
hol. Forred ink—* Take of oil of laven- 
der 120 grains, copa! powder, 17 grains, 
red fulptur of mercury 60 grains.”” Both 
ithefe compofitions poffefs a permanent 
colour ; the oil of lavender diffipated with 
a gentle heat, colour is left on the paper fur- 
‘rounded with copal a fubftance infoluble in 
water, f{pirits, acids, or alkaline folutions. 
A manufcript written with them, may 
therefore be expofed to the procefs com.

Would not his fuceeis 
be far more probable before a court,a ma- 
jority of which were blown into official 
life by the breath of his noftrils, and whofe 
cfiicialexifience depends not on their good 
behaviour, but upon his fovereign will and 
pleafure ? His attempt, however, at the 
January Seffions, to bind Crofwell to his 
good behaviour, convinced him that men, 
whatever may be their difpofitions, may 
fail in ilrength of nerves.
